Iolanthe asks the help of 
her queen in the love affair of her son, Strephon, whose marriage to Phyllis, a 
ward in Chancery, has been refused by the Lord Chancellor, who wishes to marry 
her himself. Phyllis discovers Strephon talking to his mother, and believes 
Iolanthe a rival. Consternation results, as Phyllis consents to marry one of the 
two richest earls, Tolloller or Mountararat. The Chancellor flouts the fairies, 
and they revenge themselves by sending Strephon into parliament to undermine 
the influence and authority of the House of Peers.
